further to amend the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 . 

Preamble .-- WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Municipalities Act, 1960 , for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Municipalities (Amendment) Act, 1919. 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 31st day of 
October, 1978 . 

2. Amendment of Section 54A . - In sub-section (1) section 54A of the 
Kerala Municipalities. Act, 1960 (14 of 1961) (hereinafter referred as the 
principal Act), for the wo ds “ not exceeding one year” , the words “ not 
excccding two years” shall be substituted . 

3. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Kerala Municipalities (Second 
Amendment) Ordinance, 1978 (25 of 1978), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act, 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Section 54A of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (14 of 1961), 
empowers the Government to postpone the reconstitution of the council of a 
municipality for a period not exceeding one year from the date of expiry of 
the term of the councillors, if they are satisfied that it is not expedient in the 
public interest to conduct fresh electionsof the councillors of that municipality 
for a temporary period . The maximum period of one year specified in the 
said section expire in the case of Changanacherry Municipal Council on the 
1st day of November, 1978 and any further extension could bemade only after 
amending the section 
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2. The elections to all themunicipalities in the State have been post 
poned to the end of May, 1979, so that the newly elected councillors may 
enter upo : office oa the 1st day of June, 1979. It was, therefo.c, necessary 
to postpo:ze the reconstitution of the Changunacherry Municipal Council till 
the 1st June, 1979 . 

3. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session , and as the matter 
could not wait till the next session of the Legislative Assembly , the Kerala 
Municipalities (Second Amendme:2 ) Ordinance, 1978 (25 of 1978) was 
promulgat..d by the Governor oa the 31st d.:y of October, 1978 amending 
section 54A of the Act for ezabling the Covcr.iment to postpone the reconsti 
tution of a municipal council for a period not exceeding two years from 
the date of expiry of the term of the coʻincilio s . The Bill seeks to replace 
the - Ordinance by an Act of the State Lezislature.

to provide for the further extension of the term of office of the Mayor, Deputy Mayor and 

other councillors and members and chairmen of standing committees of the Cor 
poration of the City of Cochin . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the further extension 
of the term of office of the Mayor, Deputy Mayor and other councillors and 
members and chairmen of standing committees of the Corporation of the 
City of Cochin ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirtieth year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Municipal Corporations (Amendment) Act, 1979 . 

( 2 ) Itshall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of 
November, 1978 . 

2. Extension of term of office of the Mayor, Deputy Mayor, councillors etc., of the 
Corporation of the City of Cochin . - Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Kerala Municipal Corporations Act, 1961 (30 of 1961) (hereinafter referred 
to asthe said Act), the term ofoffice ofthe Mayor, the Deputy Mayor and other 
councillors and the members and chairmen of standing committees of the 
Corporation of the City of Cochin , constituted under the said Act, which 
expires at noon on the 1st day of November, 1978, shall extend upto noon on 
the Ist day of June , 1979. 

3. Act 30 of 1961 to be modified temporarily.- The provisions of the said Act 
shall, in relation to the Corporation of the City of Cochin , have effect subject 
to the following modifications, namely : 

(a ) the Government shall cause elections to be held to the council so 
that the newly elected councillorsmay enter upon office on the 1st day of June , 
1979 : 

(b ) the term of oft of the newly elected councillors shall, subject to 
the provisions of the said Act, expire at noon on the 1st day of June , 1984 ; 

(c) the election of the Mayor and the Deputy Mayor shall be held at 
the first meeting of the council after the Ist day of June, 1979 and the election 
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of the chairman of each standing committee shall be held at the first meeting 
of such committee after the election of the Mayor ; 

(d ) no election of the Mayor or the Deputy Mayor shall be held at the 
firstmeeting of the council after the Ist day of November 1978, as required by 
section 28 of the said Act. 

4. Repealand saving. - The Kerala Municipal Corporations (Fourth Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1978 (27 of 1978), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the said Ordinance or under the said Act asmodified by the said Ordi 
nance shall be deemed to have been done or taken under this Act, or as the 
case may be, under the said Act, as modified by this Act. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
By section 2 of the Kerala Municipal Corporations (Second Amendment) 
Act, 1978 (27 of 1978 ), the term of office of the Mayor, the Deputy Mayor 
and other councillors and the members and chairmen of standing committees 
of the Corporation of the City of Cochin was extended upto noon on the 1st 
day of November, 1978. The elections to all municipal Corporations and 
municipalities in the State have been postponed to the end of May , 1979 , 
so that the newly elected councillors may enter upon office on the 1st day of 
June, 1979. It was, therefore, considered necessary to extend the term of office 
of the councillors of the Corporation of the City of Cochin upto the 1st day 
of June, 1979. 

2. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session , and as the proposed extension 
of the term of office of the councillorsof the Corporation of the City of Cochin 
could not wait till the next session of the Legislative Assembly, the Kerala 
Municipal Corporations ( Third Amendment) Ordinance , 1978 (24 of 1978 ), 
was promulgated for the purpose on the 31st day of October, 1978. Subse 
quently, it was considered that the term ofoffice of theMayor, Deputy Mayor 
and members and chairmen of the standing committees of the Corporation 
ofthe City of Cochin should also be extended till the 1st June , 1979 , and accord 
ingly another Ordinance, namely , the Kerala Municipal Corporations (Fourth 
Amendment) Ordinance , 1978 (27 of 1978 ), was promulgated by the Governor 
on the 15th day of November, 1978, providing for the extension of the term of 
office of the Mayor, Deputy Mayor and other councillors and members and 
Chairmen of Standing Committees of the Corporation of the City of Cochin , 
and for the repealof Ordinance 24 of 1978. The Bill seeks to replace Ordinance 
27 of 1978 by an Act ofthe Legislature.

— WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the further extension 
of the term of office of the councillors of Municipalities other than the 
Changanacherry and Tirur Municipalities ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1 . Short title and commencement. This Act may be called the Kerala 
Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Councillors ) Act, 1979 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 31st day of 
October, 1978. 

2. Extension of term of office of municipal councillors. - Notwithstanding 
anything contained in the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (14 of 1961), the 
term of office of the councillors of all the municipalities constituted under the 
said Act, other than the Changanacherry and Tirur Municipalities, which 
expires on the 1st day of November, 1978 , shall extend upto noon on the 1st 
day of June, 1979 .

its general purport). 

The Tax Assessing authority finds it difficult to serve notices on employees 
working in Firms/Factories/Plants /Work place / Workshop etc., on shift duty 
and where the officers of the Panchayats are prohibited from entering the 
premises. This prevents the service of notices to the assessees and the collec .. 
tion of tax thereby leads to accumulation of arrears and in certain cases 
causing heavy loss of revenue to local bodies. 

Government feel that the Heads of such Institutions shall be made liable 
to serve notices on their employees as a remedy to overcome the difficulties. 

This Notification is intended to achieve the above object.
